liam Arms Fisher, composer and edi- 
tor, of Boston. 


Mr. Fisher began by briefly sketch- | 
for the sake of listening but for what 


ing the history of radio and the de- 
velopment of radiocasting, giving 
credit to the Ahree pioneer stations— 
WGI, WWJ, and KDKA. He stated 
that on Dec. 15 there were 538 li- 
censed radiocasting stations in the 
United States, and that according to 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merece, there are probably 5,000,000 
receiving sets in use in the United 
States and more than 200,000 
are busy making the parts for more, 
while the sales of apparatus have in- 
creased from -$1,000,000 a year to 
$1.000,000 a day. 

Citing various important events in 
radio, Mr. Fisher spoke of the first 
international concert Yradiocast ex- 
actly a year ago from KDKA in 
Pittsburgh, which was received in 
KEnelahd and reradiocast through the 
british stations. More remarkable 
was the concert sent out on Feb. 25. 
1924, from this same station which 
wus relayed from London, and clear- 
ly heard in Calcutta, India. 

Not long ago the chirp of a cricket 
before the microphone of KHJ in Los 
Angeles was heard in mid-Australia. 
H000 miles away. 

Nation as One Audience 

The increasing scope of radio 
through the interconnection of sta- 
tions has made possible national pro- 
grams. He said, “It is only a ques-

FOR BRAZILIAN COTTON

NEW YORK, Jan 2—-Ildefonso 
Albano, formerly Governor of Ceara, 
a State of northern Brazil, is in New 
York on a mission to obtain Ameri- 
can capital for cotton planting in the 
Jaguaribe River district of his Sate. 

The valley, according to Senor 
Albano, consists of alluvial soil, 12 
to 15 feet deep in places, and ex- 
tends in a level plain 80 miles lonz 
and 4% miles wide. The average 
length of the cotton grown is 1% 
inches. He said there was an abun- 
dance of cheap labor in that dis- 
trict. 

Commenting on the $2,000,000 loan 
contracted in New Orleans and New 
York two'vyears ago, he said that its 
proceeds had been used for water and 
sewage works in Fortaleza, capital of 
| Ceara, and that part of the loan was, 
expended on the building of 10 con- | 
crete bridges and three schools.

In the country there are kitchens 
'that have no wet sink, and lavatories

Few experts will dispute that on the whole 
the year 1924 has been a period of progress in 
St ke international _ relations. 
The year 1923 was not 
very hopeful. It saw the 
United States still cling- 
ing obstinately to the 
policy of isolation § in- 
dorsed in 1920. It saw 
3 the breach in the En- 
“tente Cordiale between 
France and Great Britain, and the inauguration 
by M. Poincaré of the’policy of trying to coerce 
Germany into compliance with all its obligations 
under the Treaty of Versailles, by means of the 
occupation -of the Ruhr. It saw the triumph of 
Mussolini and the Fascisti in Italy, a triumph 
which may have brought benefit to Italy in the 
condition it then was, but which can hardly be 
said to have been a success for democracy. 
‘ Practically the same thing can be said of the 
military revolution of Primo de Rivera in Spain. 
And all the time the Soviet autocracy remained 
unchallenged in Russia. : 

In the year which is just closing things have 
certainly been better. The cloud which lay over 
western Europe has perceptibly lightened. First 
came the re-entry of the United States into in- 
ternational affairs by the acceptance of Mr. 
liughes’ proposal for the appointment of the 
Dawes Commission. Next came the advent of 
the Labor Ministry to power in Great Britain, 
and the new “atmosphere” imported into inter- 
national dealing by Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. 
Then came the fall of M. Poincaré at the French 
elections in May, and the appearance of M. 
Herriot. These three events combined made 
possible the successful London Conference last 
summer, which put the Dawes report about Ger- 
man reparations into effect and arranged for the 
evacuation of the Ruhr by a gradual process 
which will be completed by August, 1925. 

These were very noteworthy accomplishments, 
and they led on to two other results. The Ger- 
inan elections of May last, held under the full 
rigor of the French occupation of the Ruhr, had 
effected a considerable swing away from the 
moderate and democratic parties to the extreme 
Nationalists to the right, and the extreme Com- 
munists to the left. It looked as if Germany 
were heading either for a revolution or for a 
monarchist revival as the preliminary to’ a war 
of revenge. The elections which have just taken 
place, held after the acceptance of. the Dawes 
report, have shown as marked a tendency away 
from the extremists and toward the more 
moderate and democratic parties. Thus the 
zeneral sentiment of appeasement has made 
practical headway both in France and in Ger- 
many, and that is the condition: precedent to 
any lasting settlement of Europe. 

The second result was the drafting of the 
Geneva Protocol as the primary move in an at- 


>

tempt to reduce European armaments and to | 


solve the problem of lasting European peace. 
There seems to_be no doubt that the Assembly 
of the League of Nations last September went 
{00 fast and that the protocol will not be rati- 
fied. But it undoubtedly prepared the ground 
for a much more practical consideration of the 
fundamental European problem than it has vet 
received, by linking together for the first time, 
arbitration, security, and disarmament. The 
discussion which it started will certainly con- 
tinue and will eventually bear fruit in some 
practical plan. 3 

One other tendency in 1924 was promising. 
The forces of democracy in Italy have proved 
strong enough to drive Signor Mussolini to a 
considerable retreat from the extremely auto- 
cratic position which he assumed a year ago. It 
looks as if it might be possible gradually to con- 
vert his Government from a revolutionary basis, 
resting upon force, to a parliamentary basis 
resting upon majority rule. 

Elsewhere, howéver, things have not been so 
satisfactory. Russia, despite recognition by 
Kngland and France, is still isolated from West- 
ern civilization. China remains in chaos. The 
Kast is restless, but is still unable to abandon 
the pursuit of abstract ideals for practical ac- 
complishment. None the less, on the whole the 
balance in 1924 is undoubtedly favorable. 

What of 1925? The center of discussion has 
now shifted. It is no longer the Ruhr and repa- 
rations. It is inter-allied debts, the evacuation 
of the Rhineland, and security for France. These 
problems will not be easy to solve. They will 
only yield to the same process as produced re- 
sults in 1924, when the nations, having unsuc- 
cessfully tried the policy of selfishness in 1922 
and 1923, were finally driven to see that only by 
recognizing one another's difficulties and sink- 
ing their own separate interests in consideration 
of the common good, could any progress be 
made. It is legitimate to hope that the advent 
_ of 1926 will see these problems as satisfactorily 
settled as have been the Ruhr and reparations 
problems in 1924. | 


On several occasions recently the newspapers 
of the United States have recorded the bestowal 
of large money gifts by 
wealthy Americans upon 
colleges and universities, 
and the diversion of ac- 
cumulated wealth to 
: those who do not pre- 

tend to have a legal 
_ Claim to it. Manufactur- 
: ers and merchants seem 
more than ever inclined to divide among those 
who have contributed to their success in busi- 
ness a large share of the holdings in the enter- 
prises built up. Recently a wealthy Ohio lum- 
berman gave outright to his employees more 
than $2,000,000 in stock in the corporation 
which bears his name. ; | 

Perhaps these voluntary gifts, even in their 
magnificent total, do not represent more than a 
mere fraction of the wealth privately held by 
those who have prospered so greatly during the 
Jast half century. But they do show a trend 
away from what has long been apprehensively 
regarded as the centralization of great wealth 
in the hands of afew. Perhaps the tendency has 
never been as menacing as some have supposed. 
Wealh seems to have a way of seeking its own 
level, or in other words of never rising far above 
its source. As one looks about in an effort to 
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discover what has become of the larger fortunes 
of a generation ago it is found that many of 
them, instead of increasing in the hands of their 
original holders or their legal heirs, have become 
dissipated or scattered, some by gifts, some by 
the processes of erosion, and some by dissipa- 
tion in unprofitable investments. 

Thus broadly viewed it may appear that many 
of the large fortunes of today, instead of being 
added to, may, in another generation, yield to 
what seem to be inevitable processes. Wealth 
cannot be sustained and protected by wealth 
itself: Money, despite all that may be said to 
the contrary, is powerless to continue forever to 
multiply itself. Public policy frowns upon the 
perpetuation of even this pretended money 
power. Inheritance taxes, also, are taking a 
larger and larger toll from bequests and residu- 
ary estates. Thus what was once regarded as 
a menace has come to be a condition almost 
naturally remedied by instinct or by statute. 

But more encouraging than all this is the fact 
that men are discovering that there is a better 
way of enjoying prosperity than by hoarding 
their millions selfishly. They are finding more 
joy in giving than in the anticipation of leaving 
vast sums for the courts and tax collectors to 
divide and share. More and more they are real- 
izing that to those who have worked and delved 
with them belongs a fair share of the accumu- 
lated gains. By some process which was once 
little more than dreamed of there seems to be 
working out that equalization which no law, no 
matter how severe its terms, could bring about.

ble, by carrying, on their return trips to Cana- 
ports or cities, cargoes of men’s and 
women’s. wearing apparel, furniture, jewelry, 
and goods of all kinds, and selling them at 
prices far below those charged by the estab- 
lished Canadian dealers, to reduce to a mini- 
mum the overhead expense on what they call 
So it seems that when 
their vessels or trucks disgorge their wet car- 
goes in the neighborhood of New York or Bos- 
ton, they are loaded for the return trip with 
merchandise bought by American agents and 
especially selected for the trade catered to. The 
result, according to Canadian manufacturers 
and dealers, has been that many established 
merchants, especially in New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, have been forced out of business, 
while numerous factories have either been 
closed or compelled to adopt half-time working 
schedules. 

It has been no secret, either in Canada or 
the United States, that.a profitable traffic has 
for several years been carried on by those who 
have found it possible to smuggle cargoes of 
liquor past the revenue officials and enforce- 
ment officers scattered along the Maine-New 
Brunswick border. Perhaps those who have 
not been inclined to regard the traffic as a seri- 
ous menace failed to realize the fact that it is 
a poor rule that doesn’t work both ways. Those 
who evade the law and seek to make it a laugh- 
ing stock have no more regard for the rights 
of Canadians than for those of Americans. It 
was perfectly natural that the possibilities of 
this second adventure in smuggling ‘should 
occur to them, or be suggested by keen-witted 
merchants or brokers in the cities to which 
their cargoes of liquor are consigned. One law. 
to them, is no better than another. 

The extent of this illicit traftic is causing 
serious apprehension, as well it may. The 
smugglers, at first confining their sales to a 
not very large mail-order clientele, have now 
established stores in which the smuggled goods 
are openly offered to any. buyer. In addition 
to this they are soliciting the trade of estab- 
lished dealers, thus further limiting the output 
of Canadian mills and factories. Their prices 
average, according to an official statement. 
about one-third less than those which Canadian 
manufacturers and dealers are obliged to 
charge. In St. John and Halifax some of the 
largest and oldest stores have been compelled 
to go out of business, and the same is true of 
nearly every city in the eastern provinces. 

Now, after much irreparable damage has 
been done, and after opportunity has been 
given for the complete organization of the 
syndicates engaged in this traffic, the Canadian 
Government has been asked to take steps to 
end the illegal trade. 
a thorough policing of the international bound- 
ary, especially in the eastern provinces, which 
could be accomplished, they insist, by the trans- 


fer of some of the customs officials from the 


cities to the border territory. In this under- 


taking they should have the assurance of co- 


operation on the part of American officials. 
with the understanding, of course, that as seri- 
ous effort be made to stop the traffic in the 
products of Canadian stills as to make impos- 
sible the unlawful movement of commodities 
from south to north.

Madrid, Dec, 16 
There are twenty-five long kilometers round the skirts 
of the mountains to Manzanilla.

in a world of flowing sky, of summits and cobalt shadows. | 
Mile after mile the white air of winter brings its sounds— |

From the top of a hill a wild, ragged woman comes 
down and greets us.

Then as we go away she shakes her head defiantly and | 


laughs, and the boy who is following laughs and says,

A magpie is on a rock. He flies down into the sun- 
light. The white sunlight touches the peaks and lies 
quietly on the hills and on the white table of the plain. 
The sunlight whitens the thin road. 
the sun flashes on tke church towers of the mountain 
pueblos. For miles and miles no shadow comes between 
us and the sun.

The sunlight flows among the cold bowlders and lav- 
ender of the slopes. It comes like an alchemy to the 
bare, treeless country. Then the sun steps behind the 
shoulders of the hills. The violet pools where the white 
wings of a bird have flashed are now white pools, and 
the passing bird is black. The road is pink and blue 
and gold with twilight. Our footprints are thin purple 
on a golden road. The rims of the western hills are 
black. The western sky is hollow and: glowing HKe a 
heatless fire. 

In the east pause little clouds: a flight of cherubim 
on the blue bowl of the sky. One fears a sudden noise 
will break the ceramic quiet. Every range, every peak, 
every crag and every fissure of the mountains, is pink, 
or blue, or gold. The peaks are afire with cold and soli- 
tary flame. New lines of color burn into the crags. The 
folds of the hills are blue. It is,all so far away we can 
feel it. It is all so near we dare not touch it.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Rome 


Rome, Jan. 2 
A Cabinet meeting will be held today, and on Saturday 
the Chamber of Deputies will be reopened. In view of 
the change in the situation which has occurred since the 
Chamber rose, it is believed the Prime Minister, Benito 
Mussolini, will make a statement on the political situation. 


During the past six months, Italy has seen three radi- 
cal changes in the laws regulating the press of 
country. The last press bill, however, contrary to the 
unconstitutional and illegal decree of July last, will 
become effective only after its approval by both houses 
of Parliament. In Italy people have a very strange idea 
of the press, its duties and its rights. They believe that 
it exists only either to support the Government or to 
overthrow it by its unfaltering criticism. They argue 
that the Government has full right to the control of the 
press. This partly explains why changes of government 


pearance of the newspapers then being published and by 
the extracrdinarily large number of new ones which 
appear. It would perhaps fill half a column to write 
the names of the journals which have ceased publica- 
tion since October, 1922; at the same time a whole column 
would not be sufficient to give the names of all the 
Fascist. newspapers which have since that time started 
publication.

Many of the provisions of the late press bill have 
been retained in the new one, but there are some changes 
of importance. Before a:newspaper is put on sale two 
coples must be presented to the local Solicitor-General., 
who has the right to order its sequestration if he thinks 
it contains false news. In case of trial resulting in con- 
viction, the court may also order the suspension of a 
paper for a period not exceeding three months. Further, 
nO Newspaper May be published hbetore the name of its 
editor is submitted to the prefect, who is free to displace 
any editor who has twice committed an offense against 
the press bill. Press offenses are punished by imprison- 
ment varying from six months to three vears, and bv 
fines from 2000 to 10,000 lire. .lmmoral libels—-and this 
is, indeed, a most welcome and praiseworthy innovation- 
are punished with a fine from 1000 to 5000 lire. The pro- 
vision that has encountered most criticism is that pro- 
ceedings in libel suits are to be held in camera unless 
the plaintiff chooses otherwise.

To improve the economic position of its employ-es 
and facilitate the solution of the shortage of houses, the 
Government has decided on the foundation of a National 
Housing Institute for Civil Servants, financed by the 
Savings Bank of Lombardy, the National 
Social Insurance and the National Fund for Workmen 
Accident Compensation. The rent charged for dwellings 
provided by the institute will be fixed so as to cover 
interest charges on a loan of 500,000,000 lire made to the 
institute, cost of upkeep and overhead expenses, and 
provide a guarantee fund against loss. The rent thus 
determined WHI be reduced by an annual amount of 
6,000,000 lire, of which 5,500,000 lire will be provided by 
confribution from the emplovees’ benefit funds and 
900,000 Hre from the funds granted by the State in aid 
of co-operative institutions. So as to reduce expendi- 
ture the Government will, as fur as possible, grant the 
adaptation of vacant lots in city areas which belong to 
the State. It is believed that it will thus be possible to 
solve the housing problem for civil servants throughout 
Italy on a basis which will afford them considerable 
financial relief without increasing the burden on the 
revenue,
